One must first have a mor- 
aliy.^equal state before and inter- 
ntiorii'one is possible.

Imperialism must go. If Israel 
radiates its influence, then Im- 
perialism will have received a ter- 
rible blow. 

In 1805. the Prime Minister of 
The Netherlands said that Palestine 
gave him the sinister impression 
of a land lying in waste. He felt 
that only a miracle could save it. 
In the short soace of fifty years 
this miracle has taken place. Jeru- 
salem Is now a metropolis and Tcl- 
Aviv «tands where formerly there 
were only thistle trees. 

There is, however, a^new evil in 
Israel. For too long the Arabs have 
placed a heavy strain on this 'new 
state. Israel is under prc&surc from 
both the East and West. ' 

This tension is, however.' present 
all over the Near East. In Egypt 
there are great social disturbances; 
in Turkey, three million soldiers 
have been posted along the Dar- 
dcnnelles. But. Turkey cannot hold 
out against the Russians for very 
long. Famine and destruction reigns 
along the Black Sea. . 

In Israel, the . war against the 
Aral» -was not , expected to last 
more than, four or five months be- 
cause of the contrast between the 
mighty well-equipped Egyptian 
army and the small Jewish force. 
However the Israeli forces man- 
aged to keep the Egyptians im- 
mobilized on the sands of the des-

"World War Was Fruitfal and 
Stimulating"— A. &S. Debate 



Men's blood was not wasted ac- 
cording to the negative in the Arts 
and Science debate yesterday, when 
the resolution "that World War II 
was fought in vain," was defeated 
by Ben Grccnbcrg and lîadore 
Yablon. Ron Sutherland and Trever 
Bishop upheld the alTirmative. 

The debate was one in a series 
to determine the speaker to rcpde- 
sent first year in the Arts and 
Science interclass debating. 

Sutherland, speaking first for the 
affirmative, was Judged as ' best 
speaker. He stated that there w^s 
still aggression In the world and 
that World War II had Just disposed 
of the Fascist trend.. He asked If 
the United Nations was doing any 
better than the League of Nations 
and explained the condition in the 
world before the war. "Now, the 
countries are racing with each other 
for military superiority because of 
an instinct for survival." 

FIr.st speaker for the ncRative, 
Grccnbcrg defined the phrase '"in 
vain" as fruitless!. He said that the. 
aim of the . war had been to save 
the world from Hitler. The results 



of the war had been the formation 
of World organizations such as the 
World Health Organization. Also, 
the war had stimulated scientific 
discoveries. Therefore, the war bad 
not' been fruitless and therefore. not! 
In vain. ., _ 

Bishop, of the affirmative, main-'K 
taincd that world affairs were jiist' 
as bad as they were before. He il- 
lustrated his point with a story ^bt. 
labour strikes. Te also said' that^ 
scientific discoveries would have' 
comë about without the war and 
would have Just bad 'peaeeftdvUs 

For the negative,' Yabloiîi'^'w' 
was Judged second best speak 
advised the opposition to look 
the good that the war had done. 
The war which medicine wages !■ 
not in vain even if cancer and 
tuberculosis still causes trouble. He 
then asked if saving one's life was 
fruitless. ,

Discussing the=Germari Di lemma

The (Question of Western German rearma- 
ment it of the greatest significance and im- 
portance. The argtiments both pro and con arë 
extremely convincing. On the one hand it can 
be shown, that German armies, in addition to 
.tHatjcountries considerable industrial potential 
JmuscltM^ilized in the fight against commun- 
lUmjjThefBupporlers of a renewed and vigor- 
foils' policy of Western German rearmament 
argue that expediency must overrule any 
doubts as to the danger of es(abli8hing Ger- 
many as a powerful military force, - i ■ 
W: Against the proposal there qrc many con- 
^fji^incing fapts. Germany itself ha? been re- 
luctant to support any programme which pro- 
Po*" rearmament without the granting of full 
'^^i;. political criuality. The Germans have exploited 
fd ' ; ' to the fullest extent the dissention lictwcen 
,: ' East and West. They have skillfully played 
j^>/;v Russia and the United Slates against each 
, other with a view (o obtaining far reaching 
; concessions from the West. As a further draw- 





back to rearming Gennaf^r^'e have thé pain- 
ful lessons of the Inst forty years before us. 
It is a questionable point as to whether rearm- 
ament is in fact the lesser of the two evils. 
Germany has not shown herself (o be sincerely 
anxious lo support the West. The country. is 
still , greally. influcnccd by Nazi doctrines and 
undemocratic forces. The West "has absolutely 
no guarantee that German forces once es- 
tablished will not refuse lo support Western 
policies or even side with the presently over- 
whelming power of Russia. 

This qtiestion of German rearmament should 
be .of vital interest lo cvcrj* student at Mr- 
Gill. The dilemna will he thoroughly discussed 
this Thursday in (he Club Room of llic Union 
at eight p.m. The Inter-Univer.-^ity Debating 
League has clii).«en (he (opic as (he subject for 
its annual del)até and (he ensuing debate l)c- 
twcen Bishop University and McGill should 
prove of great value to any student con- 
cerned willi this crucial controversy in world 
affairs.

An evening featuring Mozart Is, 
in itself, something to look forward 
to, but after a concert like the one 
given by the Little Symphony on 
Tuesday night, it Is an event herd 
to forget. 

Two works by Mozart, the Con- 
certo in À for piano and orches- 
tra and the Haffner Sonata made 
up the major portion of the eve- 
ning, Leopold Mannes, as soloist in 
the concerto came out with a re- 
markable performance. For most 
people, his inte/prelation seemed 
almost uninspired, so much did Mr. 
Mannes keep lo the score. It was 
not the playing of a great virtuoso, 
nor a brilliant display of technique, 
but a simple and beauUtully serene 
interpretation. The second move- 
ment would have pleased the com- 
poser himself. With Mr. Bambeign 
and the orchestra providing a per 
feet background, Leopold Mannes 
displayed^his child like touch which 
proves to be a headache to many a 
pianist and which is seldom heard 
among the présent génération of 
technicians. 

The Haffner Sonata embodies the 
structuré of a symphony, with the 
orchestra providing at times the 
accompaniment for a solo violin 
part.- This work was performed in 
a flawless fashion; here musicians 
and conductor are at home, and the 
co-ordination they display is ample 
proof of^thelr inclination for this

Problems and Culture of Malaya, 
India and Japan Are Talk Topic 



Last night the Cosmopolitan Club 
heard a round table discussion on 
the great nations, of Eastern Asia, 
at which five speakers dL<icu.sscd 
the present status and future aspir- 
ations of Ii^dla, Japan and Malaya. 
Tlie representative of the fourth 
country Invited, China, was laid 
low. by the prevalent flu virus. 

The Indian subcontinent came up 
for discussion first with Jim Jain- 
shedgee and Bennett Pilhevadlati 
tpeaking. The first speaker .stress 
cd the fact .that the problems and 
|irinclpal characteristics of the 
country arose from pie 'fact that 
the population was rnfidc up of 
'.wo great separate, cultural and 
cligious groups plus a great num- 
ber of minor groups all of whom 
were reluctant to take up new 
Ideas, and ' who isuftered from 
mutual mistrust. The second speak- 
crtook , iook the' opposite view, 
iti-essing that the rise of education 
ar,d the predominant Pravldian 
background in all groups caused 
a great deal of real unity that was 
not apparent on . the surface. He 
also minimized the seriousness of 
the much discused caste system. 
John ShIntanI,' ro'm the University 
of Montreal, representing , Japan, 



ftrcjscd the ri.^p of pacifi.sm and 
the lapidly increasing popularity 
ol Christianity in Japan, resulting 
irom the rise- to power of the 
liberals, and from the unfortunate 
consequences of militarism. Finally, 
Ken CHong; from Malaya, opposed 
the relative lack of Nationalism in 
that much diversified area to the 
vigorous sclf-consclousncss of most 
of the rest of Asia. He made II 
clear that Ihe minority difficulties 
1 aised a stumbling block in the way 
of autonomy, and stressed that the 
activities of the Communist rebels 
:n ihe country were inspired by 
outside Communism, and did not 
mirror the feelings of the great 
bulk, of the people.
